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Auditor: Stanford outspent revenue in "12 


City did not amend budget to 
reflect spending appropriately

STANFORD — Despite 
seeing total revenue grow 
by 15 percent last fiscal 


year, the city of Stanford 
still wound up spending 
more than it brought in, 
according to an audit per¬ 
formed by accountant 
Craig Butler. 


Butler’s audit shows rev¬ 
enue for the city rose from 
about $1.65 million in fis¬ 
cal year 2011 to more than 
$1.9 million in fiscal year 
2012. Butler attributed the 
increase to additional rev¬ 
enue from taxes on newly 
annexed areas that previ¬ 
ously hadn't been within 


city limits. 

But the audit also shows 
that after accounting for 
expenditures and other 
loan funding, the city 
wound up out-spending its 
revenue and operating at a 
net loss of about $265,000 
from July 1, 2011, to June 
30, 2012. 


Butler's audit shows the 
city out-spent its budget in 
most areas, including: 

• spending $369,070 
more than budgeted in the 
"revitalization and other 
projects" category; 

• spending $120,857 
more than budgeted in the 
"general government" cat¬ 


egory; 

• spending a total of 
$39,970 more than budget¬ 
ed on the Arts and Music 
Program and now-defunct 
Main Street Program; and 

• spending $38,494 more

Tamara Richie indicted for murdering husband

STANFORD — A Lincoln County 
grand jury has indicted a Waynesburg 
woman who allegedly shot her husband 
in the head while he was sleeping. 

Tamara N. Richie, of New Road in 
Waynesburg, is facing a murder charge 
after police say she murdered her hus¬ 
band, David L. Richie, on Oct. 22. 
Tamara Richie then allegedly left 


David Richie's body in the couple's 
house for three days. On Oct. 25, a rela¬ 
tive reported the alleged murder 
and authorities found the body. 

Richie was transferred for a psy¬ 
chiatric examination in November 
to the Kentucky Correctional 
Psychiatric Center in LaGrange. 

She has since returned to the 
Lincoln County Regional Jail. 

Richie is scheduled to be arraigned on 
the murder charge at 10 a.m. July 2.

Charges have not led 
to indictments 


Last February the state, county and city police raid¬ 
ed 2 houses in my neighborhood and arrested 7 peo¬ 
ple for manufacturing methamphetamine. After a long 
period of seeing my neighborhood almost destroyed 
by drug activity, I thought with relief that it was over 
and done with. Not so. After serving only 60 days in 
jail, the perpetrators were released. 

One of those arrested has had his case completely 
dismissed. The remaining 6 people arrested have still 
not had their cases presented to the grand jury. These 
people were set free in our community with no travel 
restrictions, no drug testing — no restrictions at all! 

I have been told by several different local agencies 
that the delay was because the drug lab results were 
not back yet. Upon interviewing lawmakers in sur¬ 
rounding counties, I have learned that unlike at a 
trial, and unlike in a drug possession case, lab results 
are not necessary to present a meth manufacturing 
case to a grand jury. Especially when there is a work¬ 
ing meth lab ’’cooking” in plain sight at the residence, 
and the poisonous fumes are so bad that police offi¬ 
cers are concerned for their respiratory health upon 
entering. 

These surrounding counties push their meth manu¬ 
facturing cases through promptly and get indictments. 
Bigger counties might have more prosecuting staff 
and police personnel, but they also have bigger case 
loads. 

Here in Lincoln County the Commonwealth 
Attorney’s office is blaming the Sheriffs Dept, for 
the delay, and the Sheriffs Dept, is blaming the state 

lab.Meanwhile these violent drug offenders are 

out among your family members. 

Since there is not going to be a grand jury in June, 
it will have been over 5 months since their initial 
arrest before the grand jury meets again. One person 
arrested on Feb 2 has since been arrested 2 more 
times on lesser offenses. 

This is just one case. How many other cases in 
Lincoln County are being handled like this? If the 
state of Kentucky deems that the sentence for manu¬ 
facturing meth — a class B felony — is 10 to 20 
years in prison, why do local officials think it’s ok for 
these offenders to be set free in your community? 
Where are the indictments to protect your family and 
property? 

Remember who is in charge now, and remember 
these questions when you cast your vote.

Supreme Court ruling could provide 
clarity on prayer at gov. meetings 


When the U.S. Supreme 
Court declared legislative 
prayers constitutional 30 
years ago, the justices sent a 
convoluted message to leg¬ 
islatures, city councils and 
other government bodies: 

You may open your ses¬ 
sions with prayer, a tradition 
that dates back to the found¬ 
ing of the Republic. But 
don’t exploit the prayer 
opportunity “to proselytize 
or advance any one, or to 
disparage any other, faith or 
belief.” (Marsh v. 

Chambers, 1983) 

Since nobody can agree 
on what that means, 
Americans have spent the 
last three decades debating 
and litigating who gets to 
pray — and what they can 
say — without running 
afoul of the Court’s murky 
guidance. 

On May 20, the Supreme 
Court agreed to hear a case, 
Town of Greece, NY v. 
Galloway, which may final¬ 
ly clear up some of the 
confusion surrounding the 
constitutionality of saying 
prayers at the opening of a 
government meeting. 

For years, the Town 
Board in Greece, New York 
arranged for local clergy to 
begin the board’s public 
meetings with prayer. 
Although the town occa-

sionally invited non- 
Christians to pray, the vast 
majority of the prayers 
were from the majority 
faith. 

Last year, the U.S. 2nd 
Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled the town’s prayer pol¬ 
icy unconstitutional 
because “the process for 
selecting prayer-givers vir¬ 
tually ensured a Christian 
viewpoint.” 

In their appeal to the 
Supreme Court, town offi¬ 
cials argue that there was no 
discrimination in determin¬ 
ing who got to pray — and 
nothing was done to use the 
prayer opportunity to pro¬ 
mote or denigrate any reli¬ 
gion. 

Whether the Greece Town 
Board wins or loses, the 
Court’s decision in the case 
may provide some answers 
to the messy questions the 
Court left unanswered 30 
years ago in Marsh: 

Must government offi¬ 
cials require all invocations 
to be non-sectarian prayers 
so as to avoid proselytiz¬ 


ing? Does it pass constitu¬ 
tional muster to rotate 
prayer-givers among local 
faith communities? If most 
of the prayer volunteers are 
Christian, is the town or 
city required to recruit other 
faith representatives to 
ensure a greater variety of 
prayers? 

Of course, attempting to 
answer these questions will 
likely lead to more ques¬ 
tions, such as if and when 
to include the one-fourth of 
the U.S. population with no 
religious affiliation. 

As if on cue, a few days 
after the Supreme Court 
agreed to hear the Greece, 
NY case, an atheist member 
of the Arizona House of 
Representatives gave the 
“daily prayer” by giving a 
message that wasn’t prayer. 

The prayer-free invoca¬ 
tion prompted considerable 
debate, including outrage 
from a Christian lawmaker 
who insisted on having two 
prayers the next day to 
make up for the missing 
prayer. 

The brouhaha in Arizona 
illustrates the complexity of 
the issue before the 
Supreme Court, a complexi¬ 
ty the Court itself created 
when it ruled legislative 
prayers constitutional 30 
years ago. 


Short of reversing Marsh 
by prohibiting opening 
prayers at legislative ses¬ 
sions (which this Court is 
very unlikely to do), the 
only fair alternative would 
appear to be a “prayer poli¬ 
cy” that includes everyone 
by rotating among the 
bewildering variety of 
faiths and beliefs represent¬ 
ed in the most religiously 
diverse society in the world. 

Or the Court could man¬ 
date general, universal “to- 
whom-it-may-concern” 
prayers that, in the end, sat¬ 
isfy no one (and exclude the 
nonreligious). 

What the Supreme Court 
must not do, however, is 
allow any government 
body to endorse one faith 
over others by opening 
meetings with Christian 
prayers week after week. 

If “no establishment” 
under the First Amendment 
means anything, it means 
at least this: 

The government may not 
take sides in religion.

Heartless holiday 

As the nation honored its fallen on 
Monday in the observance of Memorial 
Day with the tradition of decorating the 
graves of deceased loved ones, a new 
and heartless tradition seems to be tak¬ 
ing hold. 

As families put flowers and plants on 
the graves of those who have died, mor¬ 
bid thieves came behind and stole the 
often expensive baskets of real and arti¬ 
ficial flowers. 

It’s a crime that is growing in fre¬ 
quency but is no less disheartening to 
the families who are victims and the 


society that finds it increasingly difficult 
to retain family continuity and together¬ 
ness. 

The motive behind the thefts is hard 
to figure. The flowers would make a 
lovely, if morbid, addition to the theives 
homes, we suppose. Or they could be 
resold at some fly-by-night roadside 
stand to someone else headed for 
Decoration Day at the cemetery. 

Although a minor crime by judicial 
standards, the theft of flowers from 
graves indicates a larger problem. It 
shows the failure of families to instill 
respect for those who have gone before 
or self-respect in those who would steal 
from graveyards.

Duty should 
override desire

With great care, I had 
made extensive plans for 
that day, for there were 
numerous things I wanted 
to do. But at the very 
beginning of that beautiful 
day, there was disappoint¬ 
ment. In rapid succession, 
things began to happen that 
interrupted my well-laid 
plans. Nothing seemed to 
go right; everything 
seemed to go wrong. As the 
day progressed, things got 
worse. As a result of those 
unexpected happenings, I 
was unable to do any of the 
things I wanted to do, but I 
was able to do many of the 
things I had to do. Indeed, I 
was disappointed. 

At the end of the day, I 
looked back upon it with 
regret, and I thought: 
Nothing I wanted to do 
today was accomplished. 
Then, a thought came to 
my mind: What is accom¬ 
plishment?

Thy second 
Duty will already have 
become clearer.” 

Then, I knew that, 
although I thought so at 
first, the day was not a 
total loss, for duty should 
always override personal 
desire. In every situation, 
what has to be done 
should take precedent over 
that which one wants to do. 
In all situations, this is a 
basic principle by which 
one’s daily life should be 
guided.

When the members of the 
Kings Mountain Christian 
Church arrived for Sunday 
morning services this past 
Sunday, they were greeted 
with the evidence that some¬ 
one had vandalized their fel¬ 
lowship hall. The criminal or 
criminals broke in through a 
window in the Fellowship 
Hall and proceeded to cut 
and remove the copper tub¬ 
ing in the building.

School supplies can be 
your ticket to good standing 
with the Lincoln County 
Public Library during the 
School Supplies for Fines: 
Library Amnesty Program, 
June 1-30. For the month of 
June, fines for overdue 
Library items can be wiped 
out in exchange for a dona¬ 
tion of new, unused school 
supplies to benefit students 
in Lincoln County. 

For every dollar owed in 
fines at the Lincoln County 
Public Library, at least one 


new packaged item must be 
donated. For example, if a 
customer has a $5 fine, at 
least five new packaged 
items are needed to erase the 
fine. A fine of $5.50 would 
need at least six new pack¬ 
aged items. Customers must 
choose from the provided 
“items needed” list for dona¬ 
tions. 

Only overdue and late 
fines will be cleared and not 
charges associated with lost, 
billed, damaged or otherwise 
missing items. Overdue 


material must be returned 
undamaged before the fines 
can be waived. Fines paid in 
the past are not subject to 
refund under the Library 
Amnesty Program. 

Donations must be given 
directly to the library staff at 
the checkout desks to apply. 

Items needed by students 
include: Crayola colored 
pencils; Crayola crayons;

Walk right into a healthy lifestyle

Though exercise may 
seem strenuous and not an 
enjoyable way to spend one’s 
time, it is an essential factor of 
maintaining a healthy lifestyle. 
Walking is a great way to keep 
fit without being too fast paced 
for those who have not exer¬ 
cised in a while. The main 
advantage of walking is that 
you pick your pace. You can 
walk as quickly or as slowly as 
you want, but you will see 
benefits no matter what speed 
you go. Please communicate 
with your health care provider 
before starting an exercise pro¬ 
gram if you are 45 or older and 
are not already regularly exer¬ 
cising. 

You should strive to walk 15 
to 30 minutes at a comfortable 
pace when you first start your 
walking program. The time 
you will walk will lengthen as 


your body becomes stronger 
and you develop more 
endurance. Exercising 60 min¬ 
utes daily is an optimal 
amount, and you should even¬ 
tually strive to walk a mile in 
15 to 20 minutes once walking 
has become an ordinary part of 
your healthy lifestyle. Some 
people will be able to walk this 
distance at a much quicker 
pace, while others may need 
more time. 

By walking with your heart 
rate in a targeted zone for 15 to 
60 minutes, you will be able to 
bum fat as you exercise. It is 
optional for you to exercise 
with your heart rate at 60 to 90 
percent of the fastest your 
heart can beat in a minute. In 
order to determine your maxi¬ 
mum heart rate, subtract your 
age in years from 220 and 
multiply the result by 0.6 and 
0.9 to get the bottom and top 


of your target zone, respective- 

iy- 

Walking equipment does 
not have to be an expensive 
investment. All you really 
need is walking shoes that 
have enough room for your 
toes to spread out as they push 
off. Listening to music while 
you walk can make this expe¬ 
rience even more enjoyable. 
Give yourself a healthy reward 
each day you meet your exer¬ 
cise goal. As you start your 
walking routine, it is important 
to remember that every day 
that you go for a walk you 
are one step closer to becom¬ 
ing a healthier individual.

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Hustonville moves toward water rate increase

HUSTONVILLE 
Hustonville City Council 
members voted unanimous¬ 
ly Tuesday to approve first 
reading of an ordinance that 
would increase water rates 
by 15 percent. 

Mayor David Peyton said 
the increase is necessary 
because the water depart¬ 
ment is losing money every 
year at its current rates, 
which haven't been raised 
since 2004. 

"We've gone so many 
years with neglect and it's 
been overlooked. It's 
reached the point that we've 
got to do something," 
Peyton said. "... If we con¬ 
tinue on the path we're on, 
we're four years away from 
bankruptcy." 

Chris Jones, an engineer¬ 
ing consultant with 
Kenvirons Inc., told city 
council members based on 


the water department's aver¬ 
age operating loss over the 
past two years, the city 
needed to make a 15-percent 
increase in water rates just 
to "break even." 

A 15-percent increase 
would not cover unexpected 
maintenance costs or any 
cost of future water 
improvement projects, Jones 
said. 

An analysis presented by 
Jones at the meeting shows 
the water department lost 
more than $7,000 in 2011 
and lost more than $141,000 
in 2012. Operating expenses 
rose by more than $100,000 
during that same time peri¬ 
od. 

Councilman Matt Couch 
said he could see how 
increasing 15 percent is nec¬ 
essary, but couldn't support 
an increase any bigger than 
that. 

"Obviously we can't go at 
this rate, losing this kind of 
money ... but I also don't 


want to kill anybody or hurt 
anybody financially," he 
said. "I don't see anything 
over 15 percent being a pos¬ 
itive thing for the citizens." 

The council voted unani¬ 
mously to approve first 
reading of the increase. 

Peyton said he was com¬ 
fortable with the council 
taking the 15-percent 
increase, but warned by 
going for the minimum the 
council could find itself 
needing to vote for another 
increase in a year, especially 
if it decides to move forward 
with some much-needed 
water upgrades. 

The 15-percent increase 
would amount to about 
$75,000-$78,000 in addi¬ 
tional revenue annually, 
according to Jones' esti¬ 
mates. 

A Hustonville resident 
who uses 3,000 gallons per 
month would see a water- 
bill increase of 70 cents, 
while the bill for a resident 


living outside the city limits 
would go up by 83 cents. 

Peyton said even after the 
increase, Hustonville would 
still be providing its cus¬ 
tomers with some of the 
cheapest water in the region. 

A comparison provided by 
Peyton shows Hustonville 
has substantially cheaper 
rates for most customers 
than nine nearby cities of 
similar size. 

Currently, Hustonville's 
water rates are 39-56 per¬ 
cent lower than the average 
for the nearby cities, the 
comparison shows. 

Council votes to 
explore water 
improvement project 

City Council members 
also voted unanimously to 
let Jones submit a plan for a 
major water improvement 
project to a statewide data¬ 
base so the city can find out 


what funding options are 
available. 

Jones estimated if the city 
found funding and moved 
forward with the $476,000 
project, it would probably 
have to raise water rates by 
at least another 4 percent in 
order to afford it. 

Funding availability 
won't be known until next 
year's grant cycle begins, 
Jones said. 

The project would reno¬ 
vate a large number of 
waterlines in Hustonville's 
system, providing improved 
flow Peyton said is badly 
needed for many fire 
hydrants. 

Many hydrants are on 
waterlines that are too small 
to provide good pressure, 
Peyton said, adding that 
some in the Huston Pointe 
neighborhood are barely 
functional. 

"They might as well take 
the top off and plant flow¬ 
ers in (the hydrants) when it 


comes to fighting a fire," 
Peyton said. "It's a yard 
decoration." 

Driving his point home, 
Peyton asked Councilman 
and Hustonville Fire Chief 
Jimmy Lane how long he 
would have water if he tried 
to hook a fire engine up to 
the last hydrant along 
Huston Pointe. 

"I wouldn't hook up to it 
at all," Lane said. "Some 
(hydrants) here in town are 
the same way." 

"I know we're looking at 
a lot of money," Peyton 
continued. "But having 
proper fire protection here 
in town could be the differ¬ 
ence in remodeling a 
kitchen from a grease fire 
or rebuilding a house from 
a total loss. 

"I've just seen too many 
years of neglect in our 
water system. You put 
things off and you put 
things off and eventually, 
you have to pay for it."

Review: 'Papercut 2' has local creator, plenty to enjoy

Almost 100 people turned 
out Friday and Saturday at 
Lincoln County High School 
for the premiere of Paper Cut 
2, an independent full-length 
film created and directed by 
Lincoln County native Bryan 
Sanders. 

The movie is a sequel to 
Papercut, a short film 
Sanders made for a college 
project. In the first Papercut, 
Chuck (played by Sanders) 
gets a paper cut while read¬ 
ing a book. The hand with 
the paper cut on it then 
becomes possessed and 
attempts to kill Chuck. 
Eventually, Chuck has to cut 
off his own hand and shoot it 
to keep it from killing him. 


Papercut 2 continues fol¬ 
lowing the story of Chuck, a 
down-and-out gamer. After 
Chuck’s girlfriend Rosie 
(Sarah Pyles) becomes preg¬ 
nant and dumps him, Chuck 
spends most of the movie 
trying to win her back. 

Along the way, Chuck 
believes his nieces have been 
kidnapped and goes on an 
adventure trying to find 
them. A haunted car, drug 
dealers, and a crazy cult are 
just a few of the obstacles 
Chuck has to face along the 
way. 

Papercut 2 features lots of 
Lincoln County natives, 
including model Laura 
Kirkpatrick and local radio 
host Jamie Phillips. 

The film was very enter¬ 
taining and relatable. It had a 


little bit of everything in it, 
including suspense, humor, 
romance and drama. The 
movie made lots of refer¬ 
ences to old-school video 
games and movies from the 
1980s — the era Sanders 
grew up in. 

Papercut 2 was much more 
advanced than its predeces¬ 
sor in terms of special 
effects. 

For example, in the origi¬ 
nal Papercut, it’s obvious the 
hand Chuck cuts off is not a 
real hand. By contrast, 
Papercut 2 features a very 
realistic scene where Chuck 
must fight various characters 
from a video game. 

Following the premiere in 
the high school’s Stuart 
Underwood Auditorium, 
Sanders held a question-and- 


answer session with the audi¬ 
ence. He explained some of 
the references made in the 
movie as well as where he 
got some of his ideas. 

Sanders said most of his 
inspiration for Papercut 2 
came from the original Evil 
Dead movies. The yellow 
1973 Oldsmobile featured in 
one of the car chase scenes 
was the same make and 
model car seen in the Evil 
Dead movies. In another 
scene, Chuck is riding along 
in a haunted car and has to 
get something out of the back 
seat. Several visible items, 
including a gas can, chain¬ 
saw, Book of the Dead, and 
tape recorder, all pay homage 
to the Evil Dead movies. 

Sanders said there was one 
prop he was particularly 


proud to have in the movie 
— the original “meteorite 
necklace” used in the 1993 
Super Mario Bros, movie. 

In Papercut 2, Sanders 
pays tribute to the Mario 
brothers by making them 
plumbers who have to fight 
an army of mushrooms. 

In addition to writing, cre¬ 
ating, directing and acting in 
the movie, Sanders was also 
in charge of most of the 
props. Sanders said he made 
all the laser guns, bombs, 
killer robots, and prop vehi¬ 
cles. He was also in charge 
of the costumes and said 
most of the clothes came 
from Goodwill. 

Sanders said aspiring film 
directors should take heart 
that it is possible to put out 
your own movie. 


“The impossible can be 
done,” he said. “Without the 
help of God, I couldn’t have 
done it.” 

The premiere was well- 
received by audience mem¬ 
ber Ryne Beeding, a Stanford 
native who said he thought 
the movie was “hilarious and 
very well put-together.” 
Beeding added he would def¬ 
initely watch it again and buy 
it on DVD if he could. 

Sanders said he is in the 
process of making Papercut 2 
available on DVD. Comic 
books, T-shirts and action 
figures are already available 
for purchase.

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"I think I will appreciate the 
phrase ’in a shelter' from now 
on," she said. "It was loud, you 
didn't know how long you 
would be there, we didn't have 
food." 

Shortly after the strong 
winds had passed, many took 
shelter again as a hail storm 
began. 

Ethan Smith, a teenager who 
went on the church's trip, said 
the damage to the area follow¬ 
ing the storms was substantial. 

"Every telephone pole down 
the road that was right outside 
us was down," he said. 

David Smith, pastor at the 
Moreland church, said the 
weather devastated a large stor¬ 
age tent where many supplies 
being used in the recovery 
efforts were being stored. 

"All the work Thursday and 


Friday morning was gone," he 
said. "Tents, tarps, everything 
was destroyed. 

But despite the complica¬ 
tions from nature, the team was 
still able to accomplish its goal 
— providing hot food to vic¬ 
tims and responders on the 
ground in the Moore area. 

The central Oklahoma city 
of55,000 was devastated by an 
EF5 tornado on May 20. The 
massive tornado had winds of 
up to 210 miles per hour and 
was more than a mile wide at 
its largest. 

It stayed on the ground for 
39 minutes, causing 23 deaths, 
more than 350 injuries and an 
estimated $1.5 billion in prop¬ 
erty damage. 

The team from Lincoln 
County began their trip to 
Moore last Thursday, and got 
back on Sunday. They fed 700 
people cookout-style, with hot 
dogs, hamburgers and snacks. 


They also gave away about 
$2,500 in cash and gift cards to 
families in need in the area, 
Kelley said. 

Traveling to Moore wasn't 
the first time members of 
Moreland Christian had head¬ 
ed out to a disaster-stricken 
place. David Smith said his 
church has also organized trips 
to Alabama and to West 
Liberty — the small Kentucky 
town flattened by an EF3 tor¬ 
nado in March 2012. 

Kelley said these disaster- 
response trips are Lincoln- 
County-wide efforts, with peo¬ 
ple from all over providing 
supplies and handing. 

"We're not just our church," 
she said. "We represent a lot of 
people from a lot of areas. We 
just happen to be the ones that 
can make the journey." 

Peyton Griffin, the youngest 
member of the Moore team at 
11 years old, said the devasta¬ 


tion she witnessed while in 
Moore was shocking. 

"Whenever you got into 
where most of the damage was 
from the tornado, your imme¬ 
diate thought was just, 'wow.' It 
went from being just like our 
house, normal and eveiything, 
and then just boom — just a 
bunch of piles of trash and 
there's nothing," Griffin said. 
"It just sort of reminds you that 
it could happen to you and you 
could be in the same position." 

The trip to Moore was the 
first of its kind for Seth Mercer, 
a teenager at Moreland 
Christian. Mercer said it was 
humbling to see everyone 
pitching in and working. 

Even the president of a near¬ 
by university was out in the 
middle of the destruction, cut¬ 
ting branches with a chainsaw, 
Mercer said. 

David Smith said while 
other disaster areas his church 


has responded to have been 
rural, seeing the destruction in 
the more heavily populated 
area of Moore was on a whole 
different level. 

"You can't describe it. You 
see the pictures on TV, but until 
you're there and driving around 
in it — it's nothing but destruc¬ 
tion, I mean total destruction," 
he said. "You see people sitting 
there, just overwhelmed. 
Where do you start? What do 
you do?" 

The team from Lincoln 
County started where they've 
started before — filling a need 
for good, hot meals. 

"There are so many people 
who are working physically. 
We do some of that too, but 
especially in West Liberty, we 
started seeing people who were 
saying 'we just want a hot 
meal,"' David Smith said. 
"That's kind of the core of our 
mission is just to go out and 


serve people a hot meal." 

Another member of the 
team, Misty Griffin, said the 
Christian belief in helping 
those in need plays a big role in 
what her church does. 

"That's what the great com¬ 
mission tells us to do," she 
said. "Not only should you 
spread the gospel but you need 
to help people who are hurt¬ 
ing." 

The Lincoln County team 
has now returned home, but 
Brad Smith said he's heard 
from a pastor in Moore that 
volunteers and help are still 
badly needed. 

"Probably the biggest thing 
I took away from this com¬ 
pared to other storms is that 
the widespread damage is not 
going to be cleaned up in two 
or three weeks or a month," 
he said. "It's going to be years. 
They need all the help they 
can get."

County Sheriff Curt 
Folger said he discovered 
a pair of meth labs in a 
Crab Orchard home while 
tracking down Berryman, 
who had allegedly 
shoplifted from a conven¬ 
ience store. 

Lamb was renting the 
home where the meth labs 
were found and gave 
Folger permission to 
search the house, which 
led to the discovery of the 
labs. York was also in the 
home at the time, accord¬ 
ing to Folger. 

Berryman was also 
indicted for theft by 
unlawful taking under 
$500 for the alleged 
shoplifting. 

Four others were indict¬ 
ed for charges brought 
after a Feb. 22 meth bust 
north of Crab Orchard. 

Christopher Leo Young 
and Brian Haight of Crab 
Orchard and Ricky L. 
Hale Jr. of Brodhead were 
indicted for manufactur¬ 
ing methamphetamine. 
Brittany S. Payne of Crab 
Orchard was also indicted 
for complicity to manu¬ 
facturing methampheta¬ 
mine. 

In that case, Folger said 
he searched a trailer along 
Schrock Avenue and 
found a meth lab. He said 
he also found evidence 
meth had been made in 
the same location more 
than once. 

A total of 14 people 
were arrested on metham- 
phetamine-related 
charges by the sheriffs 
office in February. 
Besides the seven indict¬ 
ed May 24, seven others 
were arrested after a Feb. 
4 meth bust. 

In that case, sheriffs 
deputies said they found a 
meth lab in a Logan 
Avenue house in Stanford 
while trying to arrest Crab 
Orchard resident Edward 
T. Jolly for a parole viola¬ 
tion. 

None of the seven 
charged following that 
meth bust have been 
indicted. One of those 
charged — Troy Martin, 
38, of Stanford — has had 
his case dismissed with¬ 
out prejudice. 


Trial rescheduled for man accused of incest

STANFORD — A 
Waynesburg man accused of 
rape and incest has had his 
trial rescheduled after a 
motion to suppress admis¬ 
sions he made to police was 
denied. 

Phillip Oney, of 100 N. 
Railroad St., faces charges of 
incest, first-degree sexual 
abuse and first-degree rape. 


In December 2005, Oney 
allegedly had "deviate sexu¬

Baker declined to com¬ 
ment on the motion or denial 
on Monday. 

Oney's trial was delayed 
while the motion was heard 
and has been rescheduled 


for Aug. 12. 

The trial may not happen 
if a plea agreement can be 
reached. 

"We are speaking with the 
Commonwealth's Attorney's 
office ... to see if we can 
come to an agreement," 
Baker said. "But one hasn't 
been reached yet." 

Oney was being held in 
the Lincoln County 
Regional Jail on a $25,000 
cash bond as of Tuesday.

"The interior cab of the vehicle was 
set on fire by means of an accelerant, 
petroleum," Middleton wrote in an 
email.

Danny Ford, was the one who 
secured funding for the project in a 
2012 DoT budget. 

Since Meade took office, he's 
been monitoring the project and 
making sure it's seen to completion. 

Meade said many accidents in the 
area are caused when people try to 
use the shoulders to drive around 
vehicles waiting to turn into the gas 
station. 

"I actually go to Don's Market 
there quite a bit," Meade said. 
"There's a time or two I've almost 
been rear-ended there myself." 


Owner Don Dotson said he never 
envisioned his store would need 
turning lanes to accommodate the 
traffic when he opened it in 2000, 
but said he began lobbying local 
and state politicians for something 
to ease the situation about four 
years ago and is glad to see the 
work finally getting done. 

“The way they’re doing it, it 
should be really nice when it’s fin¬ 
ished,” Dotson said. 

Lincoln County Magistrate Joe 
Stanley is one local official who 
joined the turning-lane cause while 
campaigning for his seat on fiscal 
court three years ago. 

Stanley said after he was elected, 


he tried without success for a while 
to get funding for the project. 

"They say the squeaky wheel gets 
the oil," he said. "I decided I was 
going to squeak until they took me 
serious." 

Stanley said eventually with the 
help of other officials, including 
Lincoln County Sheriff Curt Folger, 
he compiled a report documenting 
just how many dangerous wrecks 
happen in front of the bustling gas 
station north of Moreland. 

After Rep. Ford saw the report, 
he began working to secure funding 
for the project, Stanley said. 

"I thought this was something 
that may never happen, but I was 


kind of tickled when it did," Stanley 
said. "Maybe it will save some lives 
...it will be a good thing for the 
people over there." 

According to Sherry Bray, 
spokeswoman for Kentucky State 
Police, there have been 35 acci¬ 
dents reported near the store since 
2009, including 22 injury crashes 
and two fatalities. A pedestrian was 
killed crossing the road from Don’s 
in 2010 and a driver died in 2009 
when his vehicle was rear-ended 
while he waited to turn into the 
store. 

Traffic is slowed in front of the 
store as work to widen both shoul¬ 
ders continues, but the project 


won’t require any stoppages or 
rerouting, said Brian Scaggs, an 
inspector with the state 
Transportation Cabinet who was at 
the job site last week. 

“They won’t shut it down,” 
Scaggs said. “There is too much 
traffic on this road.” 

While noting the high volume of 
traffic along this stretch of U.S. 
127, Scaggs also noted the high 
volume of business at Don’s. 

“He does more business than 
anyone I’ve ever seen,” he said.

down here over the years, and they continue 
to be,” he said. “What I was really 
impressed with — and I’ve been at this busi¬ 
ness 30-some years -— is the tractors. We’ve 
got a whole line of tractors here, and they 
came early.” 

Among those who brought their tractors to 
town was Frank Horton, a Lincoln County 
resident who lives toward Crab Orchard. 

Horton was showing off his 1952 Ford 
tractor, which his father bought brand new 
and then used on the family farm for more 
than 40 years before handing it down. 


“I used it for three or four years and then I 
bought me a bigger tractor,” he said. “We 
had a 200-and-about-60-acre farm and that’s 
the only tractor we ever had for years.” 

A while after he retired the ‘52, Horton 
said he had it restored as a surprise for his 
mom. 

“She cried and bawled her eyes out,” he 
said.

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than budgeted on police 
services. 

However, some of those 
discrepancies appear to be 
caused not by unexpected 
spending, but by the city 
failing to write the budget 
to reflect accurately what 
it was doing. 

For example, Miracle 
said instead of budgeting 
for total expenditures and 
revenues of the Arts and 
Music Program, the city 
only budgeted for a net 
cost of $5,000. As a result, 
the program appears to be 
more than $26,000 over it’s 
budget, even though it 
raised a large percentage 
of that cost back, he 
explained. 

But Miracle also 
acknowledged the city 
does seem to have a spend¬ 
ing problem. 

”Our cash has dwindled 
down considerably from 
where it was," he said. "It 
amounts to spending. 
There's not question about 
that." 

Butler pointed out multi¬ 
ple expenditures by the 
city that its budget was 
never amended to include. 


In total, there was 
$293,868 worth of rev¬ 
enues and expenditures 
that the 11-12 budget was 
not amended to reflect, 
Butler said. 

Butler encouraged the 
city council to "amend 
first, spend second" in the 
future so its budget will 
reflect more accurately 
what is actually done with 
the money. 

"The law says you can¬ 
not spend it before you 
appropriate it," he said. 

Butler also recommend¬ 
ed city council members 
begin reviewing monthly 
financial statements that 
he provides as the city's 
auditor. 

"If you're looking at 
your financials on a 
monthly basis, you can at 
least rein it in before it 
gets out of hand," he said. 

Miracle said the monthly 
reports, which previously 
were kept on file at city 
hall, will now be distrib¬ 
uted to city council mem¬ 
bers at every regular meet¬ 
ing. 

Butler noted the city's 
finances are looking 
improved through the first 
10 months of the current 
fiscal year. As of the end 


of April, the city had 
brought in about $123,000 
more than it had spent, he 
said. 

At the same time during 
the previous fiscal year, 
the city had spent about 
$161,000 more than it had 
brought it in, Butler said. 

"Just from a year-to-year 
comparison, obviously, 
through 10 months of this 
year, it's better than 10 
months through last year," 
he said. 

But Butler noted the city 
is still spending more than 
it budgets to spend, and 
there are still areas where 
this year's budget isn't 
inline with spending, 
including in the Arts and 
Music Program and the 
police department. 

Following Butler's pres¬ 
entation of his audit, 
Councilwoman Amy 
Hazlett questioned why the 
council wasn't seeing the 
audit until June, when 
state law says it should 
have been finished by Feb. 
1 . 

Butler said his office 
received the city's finan¬ 
cial information in January 
and it usually takes about 
three months to dig 
through it all and verify 


everything. 

Butler said he would like 
to see the city submit its 
financial info early enough 
so the next audit could be 
completed in the winter 
months. 

"We're a year behind 
now," Hazlett said. "I 
mean, we're almost ready 
for another audit and we're 
just now reviewing this 
one and it's hard to recover 
some of that when you're 
already a year behind." 

Miracle closed out the 
meeting by commenting on 
the fact some council 
members had expressed 
discontent in the media 
that the audit was taking 
too long to be presented. 

Miracle took issue with 
the idea that the spending 
pointed out in the audit 
was his fault. 

"All these items that 
were paid over-budget, if 
you go back through the 
minutes, Eddie, I think you 
made motions on most of 
them to spend the money, 
you voted for all of them, 
and different other council 
members did the same 
thing," he said to 
Councilman Eddie Carter. 
"So it wasn't like the 
mayor was spending this 


money and the council was 
totally unaware of what 
was going on. We knew 
what we were doing all 
through this process with 
these over-expenditures, 
we just did not dot our i's 
and cross our t's and 
amend our budgets as we 
should have." 

"I agree with you to a 
certain extent," Carter 
replied. "There's some 
items in our billing that we 
did not vote on ... but the 
major part of that overage 
we did vote on." 

Miracle continued, say¬ 
ing he believes a majority 
of people would say "we're 
a lot better off now than 
we were" when he was 
first elected. 

That comment that didn't 
seem to go over well with 
Hazlett, but Councilman 
Mike Southerland said, 
"that's what I was getting 
ready to say." 

"We need to straighten 
up some financial stuff, 
but we are in much better 
shape today than we were 
a few years ago," Miracle 
continued. "Our city is 
bigger, we've got more 
revenue, we've not raised 
taxes and I could go on and 
on and on."

champion Belhaven (Miss.) 
University. 

“I wanted a program that 
won and they are pretty 
good,” Cummins said. 

After having played a part 
in Lincoln’s first soccer dis¬ 
trict championship his junior 


year and helping the team 
reach its first-ever 12th 
Region semifinal game, 
Cummins wanted to contin¬ 
ue with his winning ways. 
But he also had his eye to the 
future when making his col¬ 
lege choice. 

“I wanted to get good 
experience because I want to 
coach after,” he said. “I feel 


like I can learn a lot at 
Lindsey.” 

While choosing a college 
can often be a daunting task, 
Cummins said he had little 
trouble making his pick. 

“We took a team camp

Go fishing this semester: 

College students in Kentucky eligible for resident licenses 


FRANKFORT - College 
students, who are always look¬ 
ing for the best deals in food 
and entertainment, should con¬ 
sider what fishing has to offer. 

For just $20, the cost of an 
annual resident fishing license, 
students can spend their free 
time this semester having fun 
on the water while catching 
some “fast” food in the 
process. 

“Fishing is a direct connec¬ 
tion with nature,” said Brian 
Clark, assistant director of the 
Public Affairs Division for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “It’s a 
social activity that’s easily 
combined with backpacking or 


camping.” 

Fishing is also an economi¬ 
cal way to obtain local food. 
“The culmination of the fishing 
experience is cooking a meal 
with your fresh catch,” said 
Clark. 

All full-time students 
enrolled for at least six months 
in a college or university in 
Kentucky are considered 
Kentucky residents and there¬ 
fore entitled to purchase a resi¬ 
dent fishing license. The statute 
that defines residency also 
includes military service per¬ 
sonnel on permanent assign¬ 
ment in Kentucky. 

For those who are also inter¬ 
ested in hunting, there are two 


other license options: the com¬ 
bination fishing and hunting 
license for $30 and the sports¬ 
man’s license. The sportsman’s 
license includes hunting and 
fishing licenses, plus trout, 
deer, turkey, dove and 
Kentucky waterfowl permits. 
The cost of the sportsman’s 
license is $95 - a savings of 
$50 over licenses and permits 
if bought separately. 

To find a place to fish, visit 
the department’s website at 
fw.ky.gov. Click on Fishing 
and Boating and follow the 
links. 

Kentucky’s license year 
begins March 1 and ends the 
last day of February.

Senate Bill 15, sponsored 
by Sen. Alice Forgy Kerr, R- 
Lexington, amended 


Kentucky law to consider 
anyone convicted of reckless 
homicide or manslaughter in 
the death of a police officer or 
firefighter a violent offender 
under KRS 507. The new law 
now requires anyone consid¬ 
ered a violent offender would 
be required to serve 85 per¬ 
cent of their conviction before 
being considered for parole. 
The bill passed both the 
House and Senate, and was 
signed into law on April 29. 

Senate Bill 15 was named 
in honor of Lexington police 
officer Bryan Durman, who 
was struck and killed in 2010 
by Glenn Doneghy. Doneghy 


was later convicted of reck¬ 
less homicide for leaving the 
scene shortly after hitting 
Officer Durman, but only 
served 20 percent of his 20- 
year sentence before being 
granted parole because at the 
time reckless homicide was 
classified as a non-violent 
offense in Kentucky. 

Officer Durman’s widow, 
Brandy, has ties to Lincoln 
County, and the mayor of 
Crab Orchard, Billy Shelton, 
is Brandy Durman’s uncle.

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Cow-Calf 
management tips 


The spring breeding sea¬ 
son is underway and the 
hardest part of the year is 
behind us. Management 
now of the cow-calf has a 
big impact on calf growth 
and cow fertility. Most of 
the practices that need 
done are not new or earth 
shattering, but they warrant 
revisiting. Let’s consider 
some timely beef manage¬ 
ment practices that will 
make you money. 

Castration is best per¬ 
formed within five days of 
birth. This minimizes the 
stress and pain to the calf. 
If these practices were not 
performed at birth or dur¬ 
ing baby calf processing, 
they should be done by the 
time the calf is 30-60 days 
old. All male calves, that 
are not purebred and 
selected for future sires, 
should be castrated. Knife 
cutting or banding are the 
most common and effec¬ 
tive methods of castration. 
The best way to dehorn 
cattle is to breed them off. 
Thanks to the use of polled 
bulls only a few cattle need 
to be dehorned. However, 
just like castration is 
should be done as soon as 
possible. The best method 
for very young calves is 
electric dehorning which 
kills the cells responsible 
for horn growth. The horn 
bud then falls off. There 
are portable, rechargeable 
units that can be carried in 
the pickup or on the 4- 
wheeler. Spoons and 
Barnes dehomers are effec¬ 
tive on older calves but it is 
generally a lot messier than 
the electric method. 

Implanting will make 
you $30 or more per calf. 
Suckling calves should be 
implanted. Implanted 
calves will weigh 15-20 
pounds more at weaning 
than un-implanted calves. 
Ralgro, Synovex-C, 

Component EC and 
Compudose for steers are 
all approved for use in 
nursing calves. One 
implant of Ralgro, 
Component EC or 
Synovex-C can be used in 
potential replacement 
heifers after they are 45 
days old. Replacement 
heifers should receive only 
one implant in their life¬ 
time. 

Some producers and 
consumers are concerned 
about the use of growth 
implants in cattle. 
However, these concerns 
are unfounded. A three 
ounce piece of meat from 
implanted cattle contains 
2000 times less estrogen (a 
hormone) than a normal 
serving of milk, cabbage 
or eggs. 

All calves should be 
vaccinated for Blackleg 
and malignant edema 
when they are three to four 
months old. These vac¬ 


cines are inexpensive and 
there are some one shot 
formulations available. Be 
sure to follow the label 
directions as to boosters 
etc...to insure the maxi¬ 
mum benefit from these 
vaccinations. 

For spring calves, 
deworming should be 
delayed until mid-summer. 
Research has demonstrat¬ 
ed a 14 pound increase in 
weaning weight from mid¬ 
summer deworming. 

Fall born calves, will 
benefit from deworming in 
the spring and continuing 
on a strategic deworming 
program for the remainder 
of the summer. These are 
numerous effective 

dewormers on the market. 
The exact strategic 
deworming program varies 
with each product. Consult 
you veterinarian about 
strategic deworming pro¬ 
grams. 

Mineral supplementa¬ 
tion is needed for proper 
growth of calves and fertil¬ 
ity of cows. Usually, cal¬ 
cium, phosphorus, magne¬ 
sium and trace minerals 
need supplementing. You 
need a complete loose 
mineral mix available to 
your cattle at all times. 
Salt or a block will not be 
good enough to get your 
calves gaining as much as 
you can and to keep the 
cows healthy and breeding 
back quickly. 

We have lost several 
cows and calves to bloat 
this spring. Most of these 
losses could have been 
prevented by feeding the 
right mineral. Making 
available a free choice 
loose mineral with the 
additive Rumensin to your 
cattle will eliminate 90 
percent of the bloat prob¬ 
lems in most situations. 
The Rumensin improves 
calf growth, increases 
cow’s milk production, 
prevents most coccodosis 
and controls most bloat 
problems. It is a great min¬ 
eral additive and it gives 
generally a $3 return for 
each $1 you spend on the 
cost of it. If you have beef 
cattle, you should be using 
a Rumensin mineral. All 
our local feed dealers can 
get it for you. Bovatec is a 
similar additive but does 
not help on bloat like 
Rumensin does. 

There are been some sit¬ 
uations this spring where 
the chance of bloat was so 
high that Rumensin needed 
to be added to grain and 
fed daily or a “Bloat 
Guard” needed to be fed 
daily.
